Several detailed accounts having atready 
appeared, of the calamitous eöects of the late 
gaie, among the ships and eraêt in the Roads, 
and at the anchorage off Sauger, it cin harciy 
be necessary fur us to repeat all the particulars. 
Fortunately, tee homewardebound ships now 
lyinz at the entrance of the river, for which 
su much anxiety prevailed, have escaped with 
with very teiflinginjary. The Earl st. Fin. 
cent was the only ship, that was in any dan 
ger; and the extent of her da:mage, was cone 
fried to the loss of two anchors. 

Phe ll, GC. Cruizer Malahar, with Captain 
Canu:ng on Baard from Rangoon, after ving 
lost all her anchors in the routs, cut away her 
mainstop-mast, throwu hee gaus overboard, 
and then drifted up the river, and zonaded on 
a müd-bank below Kedzerce, has since been 
foated, aad is now on her way to town. 

An iward.bound Arab ship, named the 
Putte Jslam, with treasure on bourd from 
Muscat, was wrecked on the Gaspar Sand. [ler 
crew, wits the exception of about ciskteen or 
twenty (who are supposed to hare perished.) 
saved themselves on a raff, and get on shore 
near the sonth end of Saugor, from whvace, 
by the humane exertious of Captain Paschal 
of the Earl Sf. Vincent, assisted by the boats 
and ships’ companies of his own and the other 
ships in the roads, a part of them have since 
been conveyed to Kedgeree. Many of these 
poor wretches, we understand, were found by 
Captain Paschal, lving on Saugor beach in the 
most wretched condition. Some of thein were 
in convulsians; all were exhausted by fatigue, 
and by the want of food, which they had not 
tasted for two days; yet such was the horror 
impressed on their minds by the danger which 
they had just escaped, that it was with great 
difficuity they conld be prevailed upon to en« 
ter the boats, wirich had been sent to their 
suecour. 

The Hamaun Shah, an outward bound 
Arab vessel, has been stranded on Sangor 
beach. Alt her crew are saved; and no ap. 
prehension, we believe, are now entertained 
for the safety cf her cargo. 

The Corutry ship Myvore, inward.bound 
from Madsas, carried away ber mainaad mizen 


mast, and lost-all her anchors in.the gale ; and 
was in great danger of being wrecked On the 
eastern sea-reef. We are happy to nd, how. 
ever, that she has since got into the river. 

Of the H. C. ship Coldstream, and of the 
brig Providence (which was seen, with her 
main-mast gone, off the Sand.heads on the 
12th,) we have yet no certain accounts. 

Since theforegoing paragraph was written, 
we learn by the Kedgeree dawk, that an in. 
ward-bound dismasted ship, conjegtured to be 
the Coldstzeum, was seen standing into the 
river. 

To the above melanckeiy catalogue of dis. 
asters, we are concerned to add the wreck of 
the brig Afary dnn, Captain Leach, from 
Rangoon. 'Fhe Mary Ann encountered the 
gale in company with the Malabar eruizer, 
which took herin tow for some timc, until 
obliged to cast her of by regard to her own 
safery. The Mary den was then run on shore 
near Balasore, to save the lives of her crew, 
an object which was providentiaiig effected. 
She is now lying on a hard sand, tolerably 
upright, and high and dry at low water; so 


“that her cargo is considerdit perfectly secure, 


and sanguine hopes are even entertained, of 
the. hult being ficated with the next springs. 
The Mary Ann is loaded with teak timber.

‘Lhereis great agitation, in 
consequence, among the speculators in grain; 
but the general opinion is, that even the total 
failure of this (the RKubbee) crop, would be 
attended wish no very seriuus inconvenience, 
the two preceding years having been so un= 
usually productive.”
